"L. Unless otherwise agreed in writing by the Parties, Roscosmos shall during the 
period from January 1 to December31, 2005 disassemble fifteen (J5) SS-24 ICRMS 
and eighteen (18) SS-25 ICBMS of the Russian Federation and shall eliminate nine 
(9) SS-24 ICBM launchers and twenty-seven (27) SS-25 ICBM launchers of the 
Russian Federation, aO of which are subject to elimination pursuant to the Russian 
Federation Ministry of Defense (MOP) plan, at conversion or elimmation facilities 
constructed or acquired with DoD assistance under this Agreement
